181 and 207-212 are allowed, and renumbered as 1-142 respectively. 

2. Above Claims are allowed in view of Applicant's arguments (pages 24 
of 28+ of Applicant's Remarks). In particular, the prior arts of record fails to disclose or 
fairly suggest a system or method for "...determining a first probability that the first 
audience member is in the audience based on a first viewing count and a second 
viewing count..." as recited in combination with other features of all the independent 
claims.
